To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Scarborough: 

Report of the Scarborough Firemen’s Assn., Inc. for 
the year ending Feb. 1, 1943. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the cit¬ 
izens of Scarborough for their cooperation in their sup¬ 
port of the Fire Department. 

The various companies have answered 110 calls and 
laid 7,000 ft. of 2y 2 in. hose and 4,500 ft. of \ l / 2 in. hose, 
455 ft. of ladders were raised. 

Pleasant Plill added 250 ft. of \ l / 2 in. hose and an elec¬ 
tric flood light plant to their equipment at a cost of 
$390.85. Maintenance of this company amounted to 
$269.59. 

Black Point added 100 ft. of 2 y 2 in. hose and 500 ft. of 

1 y 2 in. hose at a cost of $305.00. Maintenance of this com¬ 
pany amounted to $269.54. 

Oak Hill had 750 ft. of \y 2 in. hose, 6 rubber coats and 
a 2 y 2 in. gate valve for hydrants. This company has 
added a much needed hose drying tower at a total cost of 
$519.51. 

Dunstan added 300 ft. of 2 y 2 in. hose, 2 Indian tanks, 
helmets, rubber coats, rubber boots, 2 y 2 in. play pipe and 
fog nozzle for booster line at a cost of $560.11 including 
maintenance of present equipment. 

Pine Point received a new extension ladder and a suit¬ 
able mounting was installed on their truck at a cost of 
$301.39. Maintenance of the company for the year 
amounted to $688.64. 

Prouts Neck received $31.35 for maintenance of the 
Prouts Neck pump. 

North Scarborough received 500 ft. of V/ 2 in. hose and 

2 spanner wrenches. With the maintenance of the present 
equipment the cost was $397.93. 

Fourteen all purpose gas masks were purchased at a 
cost of $536.74 and were divided two to each company. 
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The total of all new equipment plus maintenance of our 
present equipment amounts to $4,279.39. At the close of 
this year we have an unexpended balance of $720.61.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

This report deals with two years,—the one past and 
the one ahead,— in which the Scarborough schools are 
called upon to meet the demands caused by a national 
crisis. Your schools, as throughout the nation, are being 
obliged to do many things as their share of the all out 
effort in the war to preserve for ourselves and the chil¬ 
dren the opportunity to enjoy the free American way of 
life and to meet the responsibilities of that democracy 
under which this is possible. 

By this we do not mean primarily such activities as ra¬ 
tioning and other tasks directly connected with the war. 
We are doing our part in these creditably. Rather we 
mean that it is the responsibility of the school system to 
provide and operate an educational plan which will make 
it possible for our children to participate today to the ex¬ 
tent of their ability and, more important, to prepare them¬ 
selves for the heavy responsibilities of the future. This 
is not “education as usual”, it is education better than 
usual with definite goals impressed upon us by the criti¬ 
cal demands of the future. 

In addition to the problems common to all school sys¬ 
tems, Scarborough has others peculiar to communities in 
teeming war industry areas. Discussion of these prob¬ 
lems will take up most of this report. 


OUR SCHOOL POPULATION 

Scarborough is facing a two fold problem in its school 
population: (1) a constant, steady increase; and (2) an 
immediate, heavier, probably temporary increase. 
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The Constant Increase 

Over the eight years 1933-1941 the growth in the school 
population was steady at the rate of about twenty pupils 
per year. This is the growth we have discussed in pre¬ 
vious reports. Proper and economical planning to meet 
this increase has been handicapped because the town has 
not been able to build for the real future demands. School 
buildings have been built in terms of enrollments at the 
time and when the new facilities were ready, they were 
already filled. 


The Immediate, Greater Increase 

Since 1941 our schools have been finding a greater, 
probably temporary, increase to an alarming degree. In 
the Fall Term 1942 there were enrolled in our schools 972 
pupils, an increase of 265 or 36 per cent over 1941. If we 
had had only the normal increase of twenty pupils the en¬ 
rollment would have been 727. 

Of course this is because workmen’s families and chil¬ 
dren are coming to Scarborough for homes. Even since I 
started on this report, still more alarming news has come 
to us. The Danish Village is to be converted into a war 
housing center. It is estimated that this will provide for 
43 families. Conservatively, this means about fifty more 
children to be cared for at our Dunstan school. And it 
is not beyond reason to anticipate that additional units 
may be erected on that or other sites for war housing 
within the next year. It is anticipated that the new fam¬ 
ilies will move into the Danish Village by April. 

We have called this growth “probably temporary”. 
How long? When will the war be over? How long there¬ 
after will ships and other local products be needed for the 
immense task of world rehabilitation? If we could an¬ 
swer these questions we would know how long this in¬ 
crease in school population will be with us. 

Anyway, in our planning we can proceed on two fund¬ 
amentals : 
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1. Temporary increase should be met by temporary 
school housing. It is not desirable to provide permanent 
new construction if other existing properties can be used 
for the emergency. 

2. On the other hand, these children are entitled to 
and must have adequate educational opportunity in 
buildings which are healthful, safe, and in which happy, 
adequate teaching and learning can take place. 

The second point is the most important. The future of 
our country and Scarborough depends, as so often stated 
in these reports, on the kind of education we give our 
children now. We can win the war and lose the next gen¬ 
eration if we do not provide for the children in the class¬ 
rooms of America to-day. 

Even at present we are not doing this. At Oak Hill 
about 75 children in the sub-primary and the first grade 
arc getting only a half day in school. We are using two 
teachers for each group while they are there for that half 
day. We are trying to give them our best. But this does 
not make up for the loss of a half day,—during which, in 
some cases, the child is under inadequate supervision be¬ 
cause both parents are working. 

At both Libby and Blue Point schools we have about 
45 children, spread over all grades, being taught by one 
teacher in one room. It is impossible for even the best 
teacher to give the individual child the proper prepara¬ 
tion for life under such conditions. 

These are the worst situations. A glance at the class 
sizes will show that there are other classes with too many 
pupils for effective work. 

Thus we need now and will need more badly by Sep¬ 
tember, more classrooms and more teachers. 

OUR SCHOOL BUILDINGS PROBLEM 

At two points, Oak Hill and Dunstan, our problems of 
permanent and temporary increase in school population 
come together. 
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At Oak Hill in January 1940, we opened a new elemen¬ 
tary school of four rooms with a maximum capacity of 
160 pupils. By September of that year the school was 
filled. We had not built for future needs. Since then we 
have opened two additional small rooms in the basement 
and may have to open another, although none of these 
rooms are properly located or large enough for adequate 
classrooms. In that building the average enrollment for 
the Fall Term 1942 was approximately 200 pupils. 

The present Oak Hill primary building,—which not so 
long ago housed all elementary and high school pupils 
is now so filled that the first grade and sub-primary pu¬ 
pils can go for only a half day. 

Definitely we need additional, permanent school facil¬ 
ities at Oak Hill. Its location is good for transportation. 
Parents in the outlying districts have demonstrated their 
desire to send their children there, at their own payment 
for transportation, for the benefits of the graded school. 
Even when the temporary increase has disappeared, the 
new facilities will merely make possible continuation of 
the natural grade grouping which has been so desired 
over the past years. 

At Dunstan we had in the Fall Term about 100 pupils 
in two regular rooms and another created by using the 
small stage for a class. The inadequacy of this stage for 
a class of about twenty pupils is obvious. For the last 
several years we have called attention to the fact that the 
facilities at Dunstan are not keeping up with the steady 
growth. On the other hand the pupil load which will 
come from Danish Village and other temporary govern¬ 
mental housing does not warrant permanent expansion. 

Thus at Dunstan we need: (1) some additional perma¬ 
nent classrooms; and (2) some temporary housing which 
presumably can be found by renting suitable available 
space. 

In three other centers, Blue Point, Pine Point, and the 
Libby School, relief will be needed by September. In each 
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the situation is bad and getting worse. These should be 
met by temporary housing. 

For all of these, when? As soon as possible and not 
later than September. The first housing may have to be 
only temporary and followed by something definitely 
planned from the beginning and more adequate and 
permanent. 

How? As seems best through the wise conference and 
counsel of the Board of Education and other town offi¬ 
cials. The needs of each and what each offers for tempor¬ 
ary, perhaps rented, housing should be studied. For Oak 
Hill and Dunstan the possibilities of federal grants for 
new construction under the Lanham Act should be ex¬ 
plored. At Dunstan we should include the replacement 
of the present building. The building is poor beyond its 
years, cold, does not lend itself to repairs or additions 
and constitutes an unnecessarily high upkeep expense. 
Tf this building is replaced the site will be adequate for a 
larger, better single building for that area. As to the pos¬ 
sibilities of a federal grant, a letter from Richard J. 
Libby, Agent for Rural Education for the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education indicates that applications may be 
filed at any time. Further the need is so obvious that it 
seems likely that the War Production Board would re¬ 
lease the necessary materials. 

Whatever we do, let’s project our thinking and action 
into the future this time. 

The important thing is that we face the facts and begin 
our earnest efforts now and stay with them until the so¬ 
lution is actually ready, first for September 1943 and then 
for future years. If Fate so decrees, it may be that our 
permanent plans will co-incide with a public works pro¬ 
gram which is predicted for the post-war period. 

AN INCREASED COST OF TEACHING SERVICES 

Our teaching services, if they are to be maintained at 
their present efficiency must cost more next year. This 
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will be due to the need for increases in the salaries of 
present teachers and to the employment of additional 
teachers. 

In September 1942 some rather liberal increases were 
made in teachers’ salaries. Last year we predicted that 
to hold and attract efficient teachers we face competition 
with other more lucrative employment, also competition 
of other school systems. Had we not given these increases 
our plight would have been sad. 

But, unhappily, the cost of living is still increasing. 
Further to meet this increase the teacher has a decreased 
amount each month due to the deduction from her pay 
check to the amount of the Victory Tax. It also seems 
likely that, under some form of pay-as-you-go income tax 
collection, the withholding tax will become greater. Thus 
to give our teachers an amount which will enable them to 
meet living expenses, further increases must be given. 

From the discussion of the increasing school popula¬ 
tion it is obvious that additional teachers will be neces¬ 
sary at least by September. The Board of Education 
must be able to go into the competitive teacher market 
in May of this year at the latest for the necessary increase 
in staff. 

There can be no question in the mind of anyone that 
our teachers are worthy of any salary we can provide. 
The professional preparation and attitude of the staff is 
the highest we have known. Ever) 1 ' teacher is measuring 
up to the demands which the war is placing on education. 
All of our teachers are teaching more pupils and that 
means more hours of home work in preparation and cor¬ 
rection of papers. 

In passing, our teachers, like those throughout the na¬ 
tion, are also participating whole-heartedly and efficiently 
in the community war effort. The schools have become 
the registration units of the nation. From sugar through 
gasoline and fuel oil, and now to War Ration Book Two 
and point rationing (with more to come) the teachers 
have carried the brunt of seeing that you and I are pro- 
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vided with the rationing documents. This is not presented 
as a plea for pay. It is a service for which no adequate pay 
could be given. It is a community service expected and 
gladly given. 

BOOKS, SUPPLIES, AND EXPENSES 

If schools are to teach of to-day and to-morrow, they 
must speak the language and their teaching materials 
must have the content. This means in some cases mater¬ 
ials that place different emphasis, as in mathematics and 
science which are feeling the impact of scientific and in¬ 
dustrial demands. In other cases, it means new instruc¬ 
tion as in guidance, aviation, and the development of the 
High School Victory Corps. Of course this is most 
clearly seen in geography. 

Thus with need for change and some increase in cost 
per unit, the cost of materials has risen. 

SCHOOL TRANSPORTATION 

Like other communities we are having some difficulty 
in school transportation. Our own bus is used to capacity. 
By contract a smaller car is used for some pupils. Trans¬ 
portation of Scarborough pupils to Gorham schools is 
provided by Gorham through contract and compensation 
from us. Some parents provide their own transportation 
by use of private cars or Boston & Maine busses. 

Our effort to obtain another town-owned school bus 
was unsuccessful owing to the impossibility of getting 
the allocation of a bus. Only one new school bus was 
allowed Maine schools this year. 

More trouble may be ahead. The federal government 
is likely to require that the present school bus mileage 
be reduced as part of the war conservation effort. 

OUR EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 

In spite of our difficulties and problems, the classroom 
programs have been maintained at high level. This is due 
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to the high ability and earnest efforts of our teachers. As 
a slight compensation for the housing problems, the num¬ 
ber of pupils has made it possible to have better grading 
at Oak Hill. At present there are no mixed-grade classes. 

OUR WAR ACTIVITIES 

Like every other school system and other organiza¬ 
tions, the teachers and pupils as a group and as individu¬ 
als have carried splendidly their share of the community 
war activity. These have included participation in Vic¬ 
tory Gardens by the pupils, active participation in all 
phases of Civilian Defense by teachers, and war savings 
activity by both. 


Canning Center 

For several weeks during the summer of 1942, Mrs. 
Doris Hutchins Baker our home economics teacher, in 
cooperation with the State Department of Education, the 
State Extension Sendee, The Women’s Division of the 
Civilian Defense Council, and a number of volunteer 
workers from Scarborough, Cape Elizabeth, and South 
Portland conducted a very successful Community Can¬ 
ning Center Project at our high school. The women gath¬ 
ered vegetables from the field. They canned 9,696 pint 
cans of fruit and vegetables. 


Scrap Drive 

The pupils of our schools, under the guidance of teach¬ 
ers and in cooperation with the Scarborough fire com¬ 
panies participated in a very successful scrap drive. The 
pupils did the soliciting while the fire companies assumed 
the responsibility for collecting and disposing of the 
scrap. 
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The Rationing Program 

Participation of the schools in the rationing registra¬ 
tions has been referred to. Perhaps more important than 
the actual distribution, necessary as that was, was the 
demonstration of cooperation on both sides. I feel that 
the contacts made at those times have been beneficial to 
schools and pupils. 

Vocational Guidance and High School Victory Corps 

A good start has been made in these fields during the 
year. They seem among the most valuable educational 
opportunities which gain stimulation from the war effort 
and will leave their permanent impress on the educational 
program. 

Scrap Books 

The war activities of the elementary schools have been 
summarized in scrap books some of which will be entered 
in the exhibition and competition sponsored by the State 
Department of Education. 

THANKS TO ALL 

It would be impossible for me to express the depth of 
gratitude to the Board of Education, town officials, teach¬ 
ers and the many, many citizens who have cooperated 
with the schools and in the management of the schools 
during the past year. At no time has the spirit of unity 
for the welfare of the children been so evident. 

This is as it should be. For our children, in and out of 
our schools, we must provide the protection and prepara¬ 
tion that will help to make them good citizens, physically, 
mentally, and morally, for their own good and for the fu¬ 
ture of that way of life for which others who had previ¬ 
ously been in our schools are offering the supreme sacri¬ 
fice if necessary.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF SCARBOROUGH 
HIGH SCHOOL 

To Superintendent F. H. B. Heald: 

I herewith submit my twenty-second annual report as 
principal of Scarborough High School. 

One hundred and ninety-three pupils have registered 
during the fall term, thirty-one of these being transfers 
from the schools of other towns. Many of these were of 
the transient type, moving elsewhere after only a few 
days or weeks of attendance. Several others have also 
left school to go to work and the number in school at the 
mid-year is one hundred and sixty-five which is consider¬ 
ably more than the enrollment in February of any prev¬ 
ious year. The registration for the fall term was as 
follows:

of war, certain adjustments in our courses of study were 
recommended and demanded by our educational and mil¬ 
itary authorities during the past summer and fall. The 
immediate strengthening of the science and mathematics 
programs was asked as a contribution to the military and 
industrial phases of the war effort. Pre-service instruc¬ 
tion was recommended so that our boys could go out of 
school more or less specialized in some particular skill. 
As an emergency war measure to produce pilots, bomb¬ 
ardiers, navigators and aerial gunners, and also as a 
means to prepare youth for living in an age of aviation 
which is bound to follow the termination of the war, pre¬ 
flight courses in aviation were advocated. We were 
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urged to integrate aviation material with nearly all sub¬ 
jects of our curriculum. We were asked to incorporate 
comprehensive programs of physical education so that 
the period of military training for our boys can be accel¬ 
erated by several months through the building up of their 
strength, skills and endurance while still in school, and 
so that our girls may more easily adjust themselves to 
the rigorous industrial and defense work which will soon 
be demanded of them. 

With these and other ends in view, we have added the 
following subjects during the year: 

1 First Aid—elective, four 9-week units, 5 times per 
week. 

2 Pre-Flight Aviation—37 weeks, 3 periods per week. 

3 Mathematics of Aviation—37 weeks, 2 periods per 
week. 

4 Shop Mathematics—37 weeks, 2 periods per week 
for all Industrial Arts students. 

5 Model Aircraft Project for Navy—18 weeks for In¬ 
dustrial Arts Freshmen. 

6 Radio Communications—18 weeks, 4 periods per 
week for Industrial Arts Juniors and Seniors. 

7 “Current Aviation”—18 weeks, one period per week 
for Industrial Arts students. 

8 Spanish—First year, elective. 

9 Trigonometry—18 weeks, 5 periods per week for 
Seniors. 

10 Physical Fitness—18 weeks, 5 periods per week re¬ 
quired for full credit, Junior and Senior boys and girls. 

The members of the faculty and student body have ac¬ 
tively participated in the scrap salvage campaign and 
have purchased over eleven hundred dollars worth of war 
savings stamps and bonds. Many individual members are 
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engaged in civilian defense duties and several are prom¬ 
inently connected with the State Guard Reserves. 

In conclusion, I extend my sincere thanks to you and 
the members of the Board of Education for your coopera¬ 
tion and help in the administration of my duties.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

During the present emergency the problem of public 
health is one that, under congested condition in which 
people are forced to live is a serious one and one in which 
most of us are not concerned until faced directly with in 
one form or another. 

In the last two years the population of the town has 
grown from 2,800 to over 4,000 and is still increasing with 
the influx of defense and other workers. The public 
health officers have had to resort to extreme measures to 
safeguard the health of the community due to the 
crowded conditions in which these people are having to 
live. Many have been forced to live in trailers, most of 
which are fine, modern, clean accommodations but some 
are unfit to house the large families living in them. The 
overnight cabins which are being used by many families 
as homes, are for the most part inadequate for all year 
around housing. Causing, in cases of sickness, great dan¬ 
ger of spreading contagious diseases. Even a common 
cold often spreading through the entire family, causing 
much time to be lost to the wage earners. Depriving their 
families of proper food and medicine. 

Normally the conditions in overnight cabins and trailer 
parks have met sanitary requirements but this year the 
increase in tenants in most places is such that the sani¬ 
tary systems are wholly inadequate. These operators 
were given plans by state engineers which would aid 
them in meeting the state requirements. I spent much 
time with the state inspectors following up these im¬ 
provements. We were handicapped by some unwilling¬ 
ness to cooperate and worse by lack of labor and material. 
In some cases work could not be completed in time to get 
state licenses, forcing tenants to vacate temporarily until 
conditions were made satisfactory. 

Many families are still living in houses so poorly con- 
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structed as to be little more than shelters. In most cases 
they house a large number of children and from these 
homes come the children who are most often absent from 
school and who present the town’s greatest social prob¬ 
lem. I had hoped that our building code would prevent 
the building of this type of home but while some of the 
newer ones appear to be a little better constructed they 
lack the space needed for normal living. 

Scarlet Fever appeared last year in January and there 
continued to be cases into the early part of the summer. 
Many cases so light that even doctors had difficulty in 
detecting them. This, with contacts from the outside 
seemed to be the cause of this spread. This was also true 
of other contagious diseases and in spite of warnings by 
health officials parents were careless about allowing their 
children to be exposed. A number of cases this year were 
traced to contacts outside of this town. This risk may be 
reduced this coming year due to traveling conditions. 

As always the school officials and teachers have done 
everything possible to promote health in the schools but 
the crowded buildings make it impossible to get the re¬ 
sults they should from their efforts. Much more space is 
needed to house the present number of scholars and for 
the rapid increase that is expected in the near future. 

The nursing service has done much in both the home 
and the school, and its value to the town justifies its con¬ 
tinued support. 

At the annual small pox clinic, toxoid inoculation was 
also offered, and over two hundred were inoculated and 
vaccinated. This was done by Dr. Sapiro assisted by the 
nurse and volunteers, many being transported by Red 
Cross Motor Corps, and it is hoped that a larger number 
will avail themselves of this service in the spring. Date 
to be announced. 

Sewer and garbage disposal still continues to be a ma¬ 
jor problem. 
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I wish to thank the Selectmen, members of Board of 
Education, Nursing Service and all others who have 
aided in conducting this office the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS 

In spite of the marked increase in the school population 
this year, the yearly examinations showed definite im¬ 
provement, over preceding years, in the general health of 
the pupils. Although there were fewer cases requiring 
immediate attention, there are many cases where care 
should be given to prevent the possibility of serious 
damage in the future. It is the responsibility of parents 
to see that their children are examined periodically by a 
physician and a dentist so that any disease or abnormal¬ 
ity can be treated before it causes serious or permanent 
damage. 

I hope that the improvement noted this year will not 
be transitory and that next year there will be even fewer 
notices sent home to parents.

Two clinics have been held for the purpose of immun¬ 
ization against smallpox and diphtheria, with very good 
attendance. 

Ear testing was done in the grammar schools, and high 
school during the month of December. 

There has been a great increase in the number of visits, 
for the purpose of bedside nursing, in the months of Octo¬ 
ber, November, and December.
